Puritanism in New England, despite 
its varied and opposing forms, recog- 
nized a common enemy in the Catholic 
Church. The safety of its “Biblical 
Commonwealth” lay mainly in pre- 
serving the people from “Popery”. A 
long series of legal enactments might 
now be cited to show how systemati- 
cally that idea was kept before the 
people of the Colonies. 


Anti-Catholic Legislation In New 
England. 


Under the guise of a law against 
idolatry, the celebration of the Mass 
in Massachusetts was made punish- 
able by death. In the New Haven and 
Connecticut settlements the law ex- 

ressly forbade Catholics to enter. 
The fact that Catholics did not come 
to Puritan New England did not make 
the magistrates and ministers any the 
less apprehensive about the spread of 
“Popery”. In 1634, John Endicott, one 
of the foremost leaders, ordered the 
red cross cut out of the English flag 
because it was a “Popish” symbol. In 
1647, Jesuits were forbidden to enter 
Massachusetts. The first offence meant 
banishment; the second, death. Crom- 
well’s advent to power in 1649 brought 
a feeling of security ‘to Puritanism, 
and it was during the Commonwealth 
that the general court of Massachu- 
setts gave legal expression to its deep 
Puritan horror of all things savoring 
of “Popery® by. making the observ- 
ance of Christmas a punishable of- 
fence. Naturally, much of this anim- 
osity was directed to the neighboring 
French settlements in Maine and Can- 
ada. The Puritans, to use the words 
of their chronicler, Felt, were ‘“fear- 
ful lest Romanism spread in North 
America”, and their leaders had view- 
ed with ominous forebodings the 
founding of Maryland as a refuge for 
the persecuted Catholics in the home- 
‘land, in 1634.

“2. Some hold that the visible ex- 
pression of the Church. was deter-|5 
mined by Christ Himself and is there- 
fore unchangeable; others that the one 
Church under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit may express itself in varying 
forms. 

“8. Some hold that one or other of 
the existing Churches is the only true 
Church; others that the Church as we 
have described it is to be found in 
some or all of the existing com- 
munions taken together, . 

“4. Some, while recognizing other 
Christian bodies as Churches, are per- 
jsuaded that in the providence of God 
and by the teaching of history a par- 
ticular form of ministry has been 
shown to be necessary to the best wel- 
fare of the Church; others hold that 
no one form of organization is inher- 
ently preferable; still others, that no 
organization is necessary.”
